Power Plant for Deschutes.

Prineville—The Crook County Light
& Power compuny, with headquarters
at Redmond, has begun the erection of
a 26 foot dam on its poject about one
mile above Cline fulls on the Deschutes,
where it is proposed toraise the waters
of the entire stream 20 feet. Water
will be diverted into s flume six feet in
depth, 20 feet wide on the bottom and
one mile long. The power plant will
be wsitunted just opposite Cline falls
on the platenu, The company expects
to generate 15,000 horzepower, and
will use the electricity for lighting
suversl of the towns in the Deschutes
valley and later may provide power for
trolley lines.

BPANISBH REBELS SHOT.

Herded Into Square, and Then Artil
lery Is Turned Loose.

Madrid, July 30.—It was officially
announced tonight that the cavalry st
Barcelons suceeeded today in driving
inte Bt. Martin's Square, the prineipal
bands of revolutionists against whom
the artillery opened fire, causing grest
losshn,  The survivors surrendered.

The officisl statement further says
that it now remains only to overcome
amall groups of revolutionists in the
villages near Barcelona, Premier
Maura snnounced tonight this favor-
able report from Barcelona:

“The arrival of reinforcements wil)
enuble us to quell the outbrenks,"”

Thus, sccording to official advices,
the insurreetion has been checked, but
at 8 heavy loss of life, After fighting
desperately and successfally for a long
time behind barricades, the principal
mobe were graduslly driven to St
Martin Square, where they found them-
selves entrapped. Hesvy detachmenta
of artillery mnd cavalry came up and
surrounded them,

The artillery immediately opened

fire, mowing down the revolutionists, |

who sought to escape, but were met at
every point with shot and shell. Those
of the insurgents who were not killed
or seriously wounded threw down their
arms and surrgndered,

The insurrection continues in the
neighboring  villages, whither the
troops are proceeding, The command.
ers of the soldiers are under orders to
#pare none who attempt to resist.

WOMEN BUY LAND,

Chicago Seamsiresses Going to Raise
Fruit in ldaho.

Chieago, July 30.—A group of Chi-
engo seamstresses today deputized
Miss Glenna Lynch tv Wendell, [daho,
Monday to perform the final formalities
in the purchase of & 160-acre fruit farm
which they have bought with their
pooled earnings. If all goes well they
propose to leave their work here and
goout to Wendell, where they will
form a little fruit raising eolony.

The young women eall themselves
““The Idaho Guild,”” They banded to-
gether n year ago with the agricultural
project in view. They secured 160
acres of government irrigated land,
have now made their last payment, and
Misa Lynch will go through the final
formalities necessary to scquire title
to the land,

Among the prospective farmers, in
addition to Miss Lynch, are the Misses
Adelaide Jackson, Muarie Miller, Helen
Miller, Laura Hunt and Msud Lynch,

Most of them became enthusiastic
over the idea of investing in Irrigated
land &t mestings of the Dressmakers’
Art club. The Idaho Guild was
lsunched with eight members, bot a
few others have since become imbued
with agricultural enthusissm and have
contributed from their earnings to the
Iand fund.

SPAIN SUFFERS GREAT LOSS

Troops Are Driven Back With 3,000
Killed and Wounded.

Madrid, July 30, —Official dispatches
received bhere today admit that the
battle between Moorish tribesmen and
the Spanish forces outside of Melilla
July 27 was u disastrovs defeat. The
Moors cut off communication with the
Spanish outposts, and the main force
of the Spaniards was driven back under
the walls of the eity, here fighting con-
tinued desperately in the city.

Mellilla is full of wounded.

The extent of the dissster is plainly
apparent from Genernl Marina’s dis-
patches given out st the war office
today. He says:

“On July 27 the Moors cut the rail-
road, severing communication with our
outposts, Our bstteries shelled the
Moors, but the advance posts wers en-
dangered and they had to be abandoned,
The situation at Melilla is grave, de-
spite the desperate bravery of th
troope, who are now fighting under the
walls of the city.

“QOur loases in the engagement were
Genernl Pintos, & colonel, two lieuten-
ant colonels, five captaing and many
officers and subalterns and about 1,000
men. The weunded number at least
1,600, including many officers, The
hippodrome is full of wounded soldiers.
Two generals were mortally wounded, '

Warfare May Upset Cabinet.

Paria, July 80, —Private advices re-
ceived here from Madrid say the feel-
ing in Spain nagainst the war on the
Riff coast is strong and widespread,
and it is doubtful whether Premier
Maura will be able to wenther the
storm, The mnsses are described as
being hestile to the war, the purpose
of which they do not comprehend, and
which they suspect of being an out-
growth of mining specolation. The po-
sition of General Marina, ¢ mmander
of the Spanish forces in Morocco, is
described as being inherently weak.

Hail Devastates Crops.

Billings, Mont., July 30.—Word re-
ceived here today from the Huntley
project in Enstern Montana, which yes-
terday was swept by a terrific wind,
hail and rin storm, places the aggre-
gate damage at $200,000,  Fields of
grain of all kind were beaten down and
the tops of beets and potatoes were
torn to bits, Unprotected stock suffer-
ed greatly from hail. The wind un-
roofed numercus houses and barna and
wrecked smaller buildings,

Americans Given Share,
